The Bright Side of Modern Life 


When a man begins to reminisce 
about “the good old days” he can always 
find sympathetic listeners or readers. 
He can conjure up past scenes of peace 
and quietness in the country, in a kind 
of rosy glow, as though sin then had 
small hold on human nature; and paint 
in dark colors the hurry and bustle and 
rush of our present life. But once in 
awhile it is well to remember that the 
preacher said, “Say not thou, What is 
the cause that the former days were bet- 
ter than these? for thou dost not enquire 
wisely concerning this” (Eccles. 7:10). 


Think, for instance, what the telegraph, 
telephone, and typewriter have meant 
to communication; the train, steamer, car, 
and airplane to transportation; the mul- 
tiple uses of electricity to industry in 
the home; and how anesthetics, 


anti- 


septics, and “wonder drugs” have alle- 
viated human suffering. The airplane 
has added much to the comfort and 
safety of missionaries in the jungles of 
Africa and South America, and brings 
them home swiftly when furloughs fall 
due. The Gospel is beamed into isolated 
spots in our own country and to the far 
corners of the earth in many languages 
over the radio, and Gospel recordings 
are a great boon to missionaries as they 
pioneer new territory. One of the happy 
features of the radio is illustrated by 
the “Off the Record Broadcast” contrib- 
uted by HCJB, Quito, Ecuador, for sev- 
eral hours on the first Monday evening 
of each month. Then the missionaries 
in that region—single young men and 
women, and young couples with their lit- 
tle children, and experienced workers— 
gather in the studios, where each family 
or group is allotted a certain period, and 
all can talk informally to the folks at 
home. Every quarter hour the expert 
announcers identify the station and give 
the names of those who are to speak. 
It is most appealing to hear impromptu, 
homey messages coming in instantane- 
ously over short-wave from so many 
thousands of miles away. There are 
clear, young voices, telling ef new ex- 


periences, and giving greetings and con- 
gratulations to friends and relatives; 
childish voices, saying hello to grandpa 
and grandma, and telling of little inci- 
dents that loom large in young lives; 
and some older voices, showing perhaps a 
little “battle fatigue.” One can detect 
accents from different sections of our 
country—Middle Western, Southern, and 
Yankee. In striking contrast to secular 
broadcasts, these voices speak freely of 
the Lord and His goodness, asking for 
prayer over special problems, and offer- 
ing thanksgiving for good news from 
home. It is a kind and gracious thing 
for Dr. Clarence Jones and the other 
directors and engineers of HCJB to give 
this time to the missionaries and it 
means much to the folks at home. Not 
only do these “Off the Record Broad- 
casts” show that there is still much love 
and kindness and thoughtfulness in the 
world, but also that the Lord’s people, 
though separated by thousands of miles, 
are united in Christ. Of course the 
Devil perverts all modern inventions if 
he possibly can: but God uses them too 
in His service. Sometimes it is well to 
remember this, and to say, “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits.” 


Suffering 


reasons for it will ever remain a 

mystery, until that day when we 
shall be able to look back on all the 
suffering any child of God will ever 
experience in his own person, or in sym- 
pathy with another, from the Better 
Country, where “God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes; and there shall 
be no more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any more 
pain” (Rev. 21:4). Even then there will

continue to exist throughout eternity the 
lake of fire and the suffering of those 
who have refused the Saviour and His 
salvation: “And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire” (Rev, 20:15). 

Suffering is an inevitable part of the 
universe as we know it. Theologians 
have assumed that suffering did not 
exist before the Fall, though God said 
to the woman, “I will greatly multiply 
thy sorrow” (Gen. 3:16). In a strict 
mathematical sense, what does not exist 
cannot be multiplied. But the Hebrew 
words are not to be taken narrowly, 
as of a multiplication table; the sense is 
that there will come into being sorrow, 
and that sorrow will be great. 

So we must admit as the basic truth 
about suffering that it is the consequence 
of someone's sin. Not by any means al- 
ways the sufferer’s sin! David’s child 
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suffered and died as the result of his 
father’s sin (2 Sam. 12:14). Of the man 
born blind Jesus answered, “Neither hath 
this man sinned, nor his parents” (John 
9:3). Some suffering is the conse- 
quence of our own sin; some can be 
traced to the sins of others; of some, 
the source remains a mystery, though we 
know that the ultimate origin must lie 
in that infusion of sin into human nature 
which began with the Fall. 


Since we must suffer, it is good to 
“know that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them 
who are the called according to his pur- 
pose” (Rom. 8:28). Suffering is for those 
who love God and look forward to 
Glory: “We suffer with him, that we 
may be also glorified together” (Rom. 
8:17). “Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you: but rejoice, inasmuch 
as ye are partakers of Christ's suffer- 
ings; that, when his glory shall be re- 
vealed, ye may be glad also with ex- 
ceeding joy” (1 Pet. 4:12, 13). “But let 
none of you suffer as a murderer, or as 
a thief, or as an evildoer, or as a busy- 
body in other men’s matters” (v. 15). 
To avoid the suffering caused by our 
own sin, we must avoid the sin. We 
smile complacently when murderers are 
mentioned. “Not it!” we ery, like chil- 
dren at hide-and-go-seek, though we 
know that hate and anger are murder. 
“Not it!” again, when the thief passes in 
review, in spite of the reproachful look 
of that too-long unreturned book on our 
shelf. When evildoers are mentioned, 
we begin to weaken; and when busy- 
bodies in other men’s matters come be- 
fore us, we see ourselves as others see us, 

Quite submissively we listen as the 
apostle reminds us, “Yet if any man suf- 
fer as a Christian, let him not be 
ashamed; but let him glorify God on this 
behalf” (1 Pet. 4:16). “If ye be re- 
proached for the name of Christ, happy 
are ye; for the spirit of glory and of God 
resteth upon you: on their part he is 
evil spoken of, but on your part he is 
glorified” (v. 14). We wonder when this 
ever happened to us! 

For this is the suffering to seek, to be 
“partakers of Christ’s sufferings” (v. 13). 
Paul expressed one of his ambitions in 
this way, “That I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being made 
conformable unto his death” (Phil. 3:10). 
Where did Paul get this idea of fellow- 
ship with Christ’s sufferings, this con- 
formity to His death? By inspiration 
from the Holy Spirit, and from Christ’s 
own words: “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross daily, and follow me” (Luke 
9:23, and parallels in Matthew and 
Mark). Take care that what you call a 
cross is truly a cross. Do not confuse 


it with a “thorn in the flesh.” Paul also 
had that (2 Cor, 12), and it brought him 
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such rich blessing that he said, “Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me... for when I am 
weak, then am I strong” (vs. 9, 10). 
Grace is sufficient for thorns, but grace 
is displayed most perfectly and omnipo-

NE of the early leaders of the Brit- 

ish Keswick Convention was Evan 
H. Hopkins, who from 1876 to 1915 never 
missed a conference. He was a much 
respected council member, powerful 
speaker, and a living example of the 
message proclaimed at Keswick. 

His great work on the life of faith, and 
probably one of the finest books in Eng- 
lish on the subject, is “The Law of Lib- 
erty in the Spiritual Life.” It has been 
out of print and hard to obtain, but THE

Krafts describes life under Russian 
tyranny and in this country, tells of the 
difficulties of preaching the Gospel under 
Communism, quotes from an anti-Chris- 
tian catechism taught to boys and girls 
and from a hymn used in the worship 
of Stalin.

Notes on Open Letters 


Further Thoughts on 
Paul at Philippi 


The following letter from the Rev. 
James P. Welliver, director of the North- 
ern Gospel Mission, Virginia, Minn., is 
worthy of consideration. He has added 
important thoughts to the reply to the 
letter published in “Notes on Open Let- 
ters” in THE SuNDAY ScHoooL Times for 
May 24, in which a reader asked why it 
was that Paul sternly rebuked the 
learned Jews in Antioch (Acts 13:41), 
but was “sore troubled” when the maid 
at Philippi spoke the truth about his 
ministry (Acts 16:18, R.V.). Mr. Welliver 
has pointed out not only deeper reasons 
for Paul’s action, but also lessons from 
the incident that are applicable today. 


May I add a word to your answer to 
the correspondent who in the issue of 
May 24 speaks of Paul being grieved 
at the demonized girl at Philippi? It 
seems to me there is another important 
point. 

Paul was evangelizing among the 
pagans, to whom all the gods were 
deities, and among whom demonism 
was common. This girl was a source 
of profit to her masters, being a sooth- 
sayer and diviner. 

To be introduced to the public by 
such a person would naturally, in the 
eyes of the general public, have a ten- 
dency to identify Paul and his com- 
pany, and more important still, his 
message, as one with that of the 
pagans. To be introduced in such a 
place by the Devil himself could be 
no help, to say the least. In the end 
it must be demonstrated that they had 
no part nor lot with the pagans, 
or rather, that the pagans had no part 
nor lot with the messengers of the true 
God. Paul’s action at last demon- 
strated that, and was a most fitting 
climax to their testimony. It brought 
persecution at once. 

But why did not Paul cast out this 
demon at once? No doubt the Lord 
saw what the outcome would be, and 
restrained him till the proper time 
came for this special testimony, which 
had a city-wide, and perhaps wider, 
effect. 

The same kind of separation from 
some things today would bring per- 
secution, and does bring it; but it 
makes people sit up and take notice 
who were asleep before.

They pray for them, 
too, trying many times to remember 
them by name. It usually sounds very 
different. 

May the Lord continue to bless this 
work and may many young lives hear 
the call and be ready for the foreign 
field of service in the future. 

This world-wide response proves that 
those backing the magazine are right 
in their belief that children can and 
will help missions. The editorial staff 
knows that first a child must accept 
Christ as Saviour. After that they feel 
that the child should be informed about 
missions, encouraged to pray and give, 
and, if God so leads, plan to become a 
missionary,

The Around the World With Uncle 
Paul magazine gives children a compre- 
hensive view of world-wide missions. 
It has gone into almost every state in 
the unicn and to every continent, actu- 
ally fulfilling its title, Around the World 
It is well printed on smooth paper, pro- 
fusely illustrated with pictures of native 
or missionary children, and has draw- 
ings and picture stories. 

The magazine is the outgrowth of the 
Christian service of the Rev. Paul 
Pietsch. Mr. Pietsch was the head of 
missionary effort among the migrant 
workers in California and also of a chil- 
dren’s missionary radio program. He 
recognized the truth, as Alexander Pope 
expressed it, “Just as the twig is bent, 
the tree’s inclined.” 

Seeing it illustrated by the accomplish- 
ments of the dictators in training chil- 


Two Christian women wrote thou- 
sands of letters of cheer and encour- 
agement to the men in the forces 
during the Second World War, and 
both were awarded medals by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. After the 
war this unusual ministry was turned 
into missionary channels, and out of 
it has grown a magazine for chil- 
dren. Miss Haskin tells the story of 
it in this article, showing how God 
has blessed it as a work of faith.

dren for their causes, he longed to cap- 
ture the children of the United States 
for Christ and the missionary cause. 

On the program he told about the work 
of different missionaries around the 
world. Children wrote in, asking for 
more information, wanting to pray. Mr, 
Pietsch did not know of any children’s 
missionary magazine that covered mis- 
sionary work in the different fields, so 
he formed the Children’s Missionary 
Fellowship, sent out a monthly mission- 
ary prayer letter, and published Around 
the World With Uncle Paul. 

Ill health forced Mr. Pietsch to give 
up the radio program and the magazine. 
He appealed to Laura M. Thomas and 
Irene Mills to send out the letter. They 
did so for two years. Meanwhile the 
idea of a magazine filled their minds 
and the minds of several of their friends. 
They talked about it, prayed about it, 
wrote the children about it. In time, a 
staff and slender financial backing were 
secured and the first issue of Around the 
World With Uncle Paul was printed. 

The staff is an exceptional one, and 
directly an answer to the prayers of the 
children, 

The correspondence editor, Laura M. 
Thomas, and the treasurer. Irene Mills, 
who carry the office responsibilities, 
were fitted by God for this work by 
many years of letter writing—for the 
magazine is a perfected form cf the mis- 
sionary letter. Both are Christian 
teachers, Miss Mills in public high school 
and Miss Thomas in Evangelical Re- 
leased Time Education. And they write 
letters! 

During World War II Miss Mills sent 
out approximately 100,000 communica- 
tions to the men in the armed forces— 
letters with news of their comrades, 
school papers carrying servicemen’s col- 
umns, tracts. and personal] letters. Eight 
hundred boys were on the list, most of 
them her former students in high school, 
This work was recognized by the War 
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Department, which gave Miss Mills a 
special citation. The Veterans of For- 
eign Wars gave Miss Mills and Miss 
Thomas each a medal and made them 
honorary members. 

With the end of the war, this com- 
munication with the armed forces died 
down, but they still kept up that which 
seems, to the ordinary person, a tre- 
mendous correspondence. They wrote 
letters to over two hundred missionaries, 
telling those in the lonely, far-off places 
current Christian news and news from 
home. 

They also send out circular letters for 
the missionaries, to friends who are in- 
terested in their work. They duplicate 
and mail letters for 38 missionaries, In 
1949 they sent out a total of 33,606. In 
December, their heaviest month, they 
sent out a total of 6,674 letters! 

Backing them in the magazine is H. M. 
Hillis. He is a Christian layman, in the 
forestry service and the father of Don 
and Dick Hillis, twins who are mission- 
aries. 

Dad Hillis, with the others agreeing, 
outlined the financial policy of the mag- 
azine. It was to be one of faith. With 
the understanding that they would never 
go into debt, he agreed to pay for the 
cuts and printing of the first two issues 
After that it was hoped that the sub- 
scripticns would pay the bills, but they 
do not always do it. Somehow, without 
anyone telling him, Dad Hillis knows 
when the funds are low and sends money 
to fill in the gap. 

Who Writes the Articles? 

The expenses are primarily printing 
and cuts, for the writers and artists are 
not paid. They give their time and tal- 
ents as unto the Lord. Many of them 
are missionaries. 

Among those who contribute are the 
Hillis twins. These young men make 
excellent foreign correspondents because 
Dick is a missionary to China and Don 
in India. They send in stories that de- 
light the hearts of the young readers 

Typical is the story of Suryawanshi 
He lived at a mission school in India 
He saw the older boys go out at night 
and steal peanuts from the field. The 
peanuts looked so tempting! But because 
of the snakes it was dangerous to go 
out at night. Suryawanshi prayed aloud 
for the Lord to protect him and give 
him a lot of peanuts. 

When he opened his eyes, the board- 
ing school master was standing in front 
of him with a kerosene lamp in one hand 
and a cane in the other! 

After Suryawanshi was in bed, he 
thought: “God surely does not answer 
prayers. I prayed for peanuts and re- 
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ceived punishment.” But the next day 
he received a note from his mother and 
a bundle of peanuts! 

Eva Doerksen is another writer. This 
is her second term in Africa, teaching 
in the Bible school. But she takes the 
time to write letters for Polly Parrot. 
You see, Polly can talk, but he can’t 
write his own letters. On the mission 
station he sees many interesting things. 
He told about the 14,000 bricks the school 
children carried on the top of their heads 
from the stream to the site of the new 
building, and about the children recit- 
ing their memory verses. Polly Parrot 
especially enjoyed hearing the children 
recite, “Gama Allah ya yi kamnar duniya,” 
which means, “For God so loved the 
world.” 

Many children who read Around the 
World join the Children’s Missionary 
Fellowship. One page each month is 
devoted to the letters from the members, 
The month the magazine is not issued, 
a prayer letter is sent to them. When 
they promise to give to missions regu- 
larly, a certificate with two seals is sent 
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them. When those who feel led to be 
“going” members write in what they are 
doing toward their preparation, a gold 
seal is sent them. 

Many have been led to give. Some 
send beads to the missionaries to use 
as money in trading with the natives. 
Others dress dolls for an orphanage. 
Others send used Christmas cards and 
scrapbooks. One interesting gift was to 
Sunbeam Etheridge, a missionary child 
living in Panama. She wrote the maga- 
zine, merely mentioning that she wanted 
a violin. A Christian radio program sent 
her one. 

Besides being used in our country, 
stories from the magazine have been 
translated into Spanish, and many mis- 
sionaries write that they use the stories 
in their work. It is a magazine that is 
not only read, but inspires action 

The hope and prayer of those behind 
the magazine were aptly expressed by 
Don Hillis, when he said, “May it be 
the means of growing missionaries.”

N THE preceding article, it was seen 

that we may think of the Christian’s 
responsibility for continuing in victory 
in three relationships of the new life. 
One of these, “The Christian’s Dealing 
with Temptation and Sin,” has been dis- 
cussed. Let us now consider the other 
two 

2. THE CHRISTIAN’S FELLOWSHIP WITH 
Curist.—Our responsibility in abiding in 
Christ, and maintaining our fellowship 
with Him, is “to make diligent use of 
the means of grace.” We are living 
the Christian life by the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. He is not only our 
Saviour from sin, He is our life. We 
are living out that life here in the body, 
and in the midst of this sinful world. 
We are not of the world, but we are in 
the world. We deal directly with God 
—with the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit. Christ is our great High Priest. 


But God has provided definite, objec- 
tive means of laying hold of the grace 
of God. These “means of grace” are 
adapted to our needs as finite human 


beings living in just such a world as 
we have. 

The first great objective means of 
grace, which tells us God’s will con- 
cerning all things that pertain to life 
and godliness, is His inspired Word, the 
Bible. Our responsibility is to feed on 
the Word. Our responsibility is to study 
this Word and to obey it. It is aston- 
ishing to see how much time Christians 
put upon newspapers and magazines and 
novels and books of every kind in pro- 
portion to the time that is spent on read- 
ing and studying and meditating on the 
Word of God. We are to make the Bible 
fundamental, and not supplemental in 
our living and in our reading and our 
study. 

Second, let us consider the marvelous 
privilege that God has provided in the 
practice of prayer. Prayer, too, is to be 
fundamental in the life of the Christian, 
not supplemental. A new and living way 
has been opened into the very presence 
of God. This is the true holy place 
(Heb. 9:24). We have a great High 
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Priest whose priesthood is unchangeable 
(Heb, 7:24, 25), based upon an endless, 
indestructible life (Heb. 7:16). We may 
come through this new and living way, 
in full assurance of faith, to obtain 
mercy and to find grace to help in time 
of need (Heb. 4:16; 10:19-22). What are 
we doing with this inestimable priv- 
ilege? How many of the 1,440 minutes 
that are granted to us each day do we 
spend in prayer to God? It is true that 
our whole attitude is to be constantly 
one of prayer and looking to the Lord. 
Nevertheless, there are needed stated 
times of prayer. 

Our Lord, who is our example in all 
things in Christian living, had regular 
times of going apart in prayer (Luke 
5:16; 11:1); He spent long seasons in 
prayer (Luke 6:12); He gave thanks for 
food (Luke 9:16); He prayed spontane- 
ously (Matt. 11:25, 26; John 11:41, 42). 
Some prayer, some _ blessing: more 
prayer, more blessing: much prayer, 
much blessing. We may need to learn 
the secret of victory in order to clear 
away hindrances to prayer. But for 
every Christian the practice of prayer 
is the great matter. The measure of 
our Christian victory and success in 
Christian service will be the measure of 
our prayer and faith. 

God the Father has given all things 
to Christ (John 16:15). He has given 
Christ to us, and with Christ He has 
freely given us all things (Rom. 8:32). 
The Father and the Son have given us 
the Holy Spirit, who takes the things of 
Christ and makes them real to us. All 
things come from the Father, through 
the Son, and by the Holy Spirit (1 Cor. 
8:6). And in God's providence, all of 
these things come to us in answer to 
prayer. “How much more shall your 
Father which is in heaven give good 
things to them that ask him?” (Matt. 
7:11.) The same truth is stated in Luke, 
“How much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him?” (Luke 11:13.) All things 
come to us through the Holy Spirit. But 
these blessings come in answer to prayer, 
Every Christian has the Holy Spirit liv- 
ing within him. But here, I believe, 
asking for the Holy Spirit means to pray 
for everything that the Holy Spirit dces 
in and through our lives. Our Lord 
said that His disciples would do greater 
works because He was going to the 
Father and whatever His disciples asked 
of the Father, He would do it (John 14: 
12-14). It is the risen, ascended Lord 
who does the greater works. He does 
them in answer to prayer. 

Christians should make it the invari- 
able practice of their lives to have a quiet 
time, or a morning watch. Set apart 
at least fifteen minutes first thing in the 
morning and increase to an hour (Psa. 
5:3, R.V.). Begin with the word of 
prayer that God will give a message for 
the day. Then take the Bible and seek 
for that message. Take, for example, 
the Book of John or the Psalms. Per- 
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haps you will read a whole chapter, per- 
haps just a few verses, in seeking the 
Lord’s message. Many find it well to 
write down the impressions that are 
made upon their heart. Then give your 
time to prayer, first worshiping and 
praising God, then bringing petitions 
to Him. It is well also to have stated 
times at noon and in the evening for a 
special period of prayer. A husband 
and wife beginning life together should 
begin the family altar in which the chil- 
dren as they grow up will be joining. 
Make this a definite time, perhaps for 
ten minutes after breakfast. with sing- 
ing, reading, and prayer. Apart from 
this a husband and wife should have 
daily prayer together and also their pri- 
vate devotions and Bible study. 

The third means of grace is the 
Church. In the New Testament there 
is no such thing as a free-lance Chris- 
tian. Every believer belonged to the 
Church of Christ, which is His Body, 
and belonged to a local assembly of 
God’s people. He was under the author- 
ity and discipline of the church (Matt. 
18:15-17: Heb. 13:7, 17). He enjoyed the 
fellowship with other Christians. He 
worshiped in giving praise to God; in 
hearing the reading and the exposition 
of the Word of God. He carried out the 
ordinances of the church, the initial 
ordinance of baptism, and the observing 
of the Lord’s Supper. 

Our responsibility, therefore, is to 
unite with the church and to have fel- 
lowship with God’s people, and to be 
faithful in the services of worship and 
all that pertains to the work of the 
church. Our Lord went to the synagogue 
on the Sabbath, “as his custom was” 
(Luke 4:16). Christians were warned 
not to neglect the assembling of them- 
selves together, “as the custom of some 
is” (Heb. 10:25). Our unicn with other 
Christians in the Body of Christ is the 
important thing. Anything in the least 
that savors of denominational pride is 
grieving the Spirit, and is contrary to 
victory. A Christian seeking to live in 
victory will be careful to maintain the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace, 
in his own ccngregation, and in the 
whole body of Christ throughout the 
world (Eph, 4:1-7). 

The fourth grace is the 
Lord’s Day. One day in seven has been 
ordained of God as a necessity for the 
blessing of man. We need one day in 
seven for rest and worship and Chris- 
tian service. The best instruction for 
the keeping of this day is to call it “the 
Lord’s Day.” In this dispensation, it is 
the first day of the week, the day that 
commemorates the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus. Not once a year, but once 
each week do we celebrate the Lord's 
resurrection. The Sabbath, day of rest, 
was made for man. The blessings that 
the godly Jews received from keeping 
the Sabbath are not as great as the bless- 
ings that God's people today have 


means of 


through this means of grace. 
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It is to be feared today that many 
Christians, because of a wrong under- 
standing of what it means to be “under 
grace,” are disobeying God and losing 
the blessing of the Lord’s Day. It is 
indeed intended to be “day of all the 
week the best, emblem of eternal rest.” 
Christian workers and especially minis- 
ters may work more diligently on this 
day. This is the exceptional case, that 
was true of the priests in the Old Tes- 
tament (Matt. 12:5). So our Lord’s pro- 
visions are always fitted to our situa- 
tion. When we do works of necessity 
and mercy, and works connected with 
worship and the service of Christ, we 
do not break the Lord’s Day (Matt. 
12: 9-14), 

As far as possible we should turn aside 
from all the problems and business and 
thoughts and responsibilities of the six 
days. Thus we are to have a foretaste 
of heavenly rest. We who rejoice in 
the blessed message of Isaiah 53 and 
Isaiah 55, may also enter into the mes- 
sage of Isaiah 58: “If thou turn away 
thy foot from the sabbath, from doing 
thy pleasure on my holy day; and call 
the sabbath a delight, the holy of the 
Lord, honourable; and shalt honour him, 
not doing thine own ways, nor finding 
thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine 
own words: then shalt thou delight thy- 
self in the Lord; and I will cause thee 
to ride upon the high places of the earth, 
and feed thee with the heritage of Jacob 
thy father: for the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it” (Isa, 58:13, 14) 

3. THE CHRISTIAN’s SeERvICcE.—Closely 
connected with all of these means of 
grace is Christian service, To each one 
is given a gift that he may minister it 
as unto the Lord. In the twelfth of Ro- 
mans and in the twelfth of 1 Corinthians 
these various ministries are described. 
Not only are the gifts of prophecy and 
ministry and teaching and exhorting 
mentioned, but giving money is named 
as one of these gifts of the Spirit and 
as a means of grace; showing mercy 
and distributing to the necessity of 
saints, and showing hospitality, all of 
these are means of grace. “Faith is a 
busy, active thing,” Luther said. So, 
one who is walking by faith will prove 
it by an unselfish life of constant serv- 
ice. Christians who are not giving their 
full time to some specific Christian work, 
nevertheless are to use their hcme re- 
sponsibilities and their business respon- 
sibilities as being done unto the Lord. 
Personal work for winning souls should 
be fundamental, not supplemental, in 
the life of every child of God. 

The Holy Spirit was given in this age 
for one great purpose. He was the 
power to the Church, and to the indi- 
vidual Christian, to be witnesses of 
Christ to the uttermost part of the 
earth (Acts 1:8). The “great commis- 
sion” is the one commission Christ gave 
the Church. Foreign missions therefore 
is fundamental, not supplemental. The 
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supernatural power granted to the early 
church is indeed needed until the great 


commission is finished. God's normal 
way of working is through revival 
power. Let us therefore, as we consider 
our responsibility for living the Chris- 
tian life join in the testimony that Paul 
gave as to what his ambition was. Twice 
he uses this word, “I make it my aim,” 
or “my ambition.” “We make it our aim, 
whether at home or absent, to be well- 
pleasing unto him” (2 Cor. 5:9, R.V.). 
We Christian are to appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; not to be judged 
for our sins; that judgment is past; those 
that are in Christ are under no condem- 
nation, now or through all eternity: but 
we are to be judged for the way we have 
used our salvation, by the use we have 
made of these means of grace. So Paul 
says his one ambition is to be well-pleas- 
ing unto Christ now, so that when he 
sees Him face to face, he may be well- 
pleasing to Christ then. 

Again, Paul uses this expression in a 
great missionary passage: “making it 
my aim so to preach the gospel, not 
where Christ was already named,” in 
order to fulfill the prophecy, “They shall 
see, to whom no tidings of him came, 
and they that have not heard shall un- 
derstand (Rom, 15:20, 21). 

So if we are pleasing Christ, let us 
make the central passion of cur lives 
what was the central passion of the life 
and ministry of Christ, that the Gospel 
might go to the uttermost part of the 
earth. 

The joy of Christian service is that it is 
done personally for the Lord Jesus Him- 
self (Matt, 25: 14-30; Luke 19:11-27). The 
personal return of Christ to this earth 
is the great goal of our service and our 
salvation, and this blessed hope should 
be a great incentive to a holy life (1 
Thess. 3:12, 13; 1 John 3:3), and the 
mighty incentive to the completion of 
the great commission (Mark 13:10; Luke 
24:47; Acts 1:8). 

God's way of victory is not a negative 
way. God’s way of victory is to live 
utterly and completely for Him who died 
for us (2 Cor. 5:14, 15), for Him who 
is our life (Col. 3:4), for Him who is t 
return in glory when we shall be like 
Him (1 John 3:2).

Thoughts of God’s salvation, past, 
present, and future will keep us hum- 
ble. Therefore if we think of the past 
we see how low God had to stoop to 
reach us in our shame; if of the present, 
we see how it is only the Lord’s priestly 
intercession that gives us whatever vic- 
tories we gain, and if of the future. we 
see how even our rapture at the coming 
of Christ depends on His grace alone 
Thus every thought of our salvation 
humbles us in the dust and makes our 
glory and becast only in the cross of

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 

EAD Joshua 11 along with Judges 
R 4. At first sight these may seem 

like two different accounts of the 
same event, with such discrepancies as 
some claim to find in the Bible. There 
are indeed similarities in the two stories, 
but not such as to demand one event, if 
the whole situation is taken into account, 
Jabin could be either the hereditary 
name of the kings of Hazor, or a title 
like Pharaoh and Caesar. In the time of 
Joshua, Jabin became the leader of a 
coalition against Israel, but was utterly 
routed, and his capital city destroyed. 
Hada Israel been true to God, and watch- 
ful, the Canaanites would never have 
raised their heads again. But Israel’s 
slackness and sin and consequent weak- 
ness gave the enemy opportunity to re- 
vive, till the old capital was rebuilt, the 
old dynasty restored, the army, with its 
iron chariots, reorganized, and Israel, 
especially the more northerly tribes, be- 
came subject to a resurrected and bitter 
oppressor. That is what adds tragedy 
to the situation. They had allowed vic- 
tory to slip out of their hands, and had 
to fight that war all over again. 


Verse by Verse 

Judges 4:1-3.—“And the children of 
Israel again did evil in the sight of the 
Lord.” This is the fourth time we have 
this sad refrain (chaps, 2:11; 3:7, 12), 
and the third specific example of it. 
The inevitable result followed. This 
time the Canaanites were the oppressors, 


Israel. 
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with Jabin their king and Sisera the 
commander of the forces. 

Verse 4.—“And Deborah, a prophetess 

. judged Israel.” This fact reveals 
the measure of freedom which women 
enjoyed in Israel. The rule of women 
is not the usual Biblical order, but God 
has used them in times of crisis and 
need. Elizabeth, Anne, and Victoria all 
came to the throne of England in times 
of grave difficulty, and all had notable 
reigns. 

Verse 5.—“Between Ramah and Beth- 
el.” Territory later brought into promi- 
nence by the judgeship of Samuel (1 Sam, 
7:16, 17). She did not go on circuit, as 
Samuel did, but the people came to a 
central point. 

Verse 6.—“Barak . . . of Kedesh-naph- 
tali,. . . men of the children of Naphtali 
and . Zebulun.” This was in the 
northern section of the country, where 
the oppression was most severe. Jabin’s 
capital, Hazor, was in Naphtali. The 
tribe of Issachar seems also to have lent 
some help (chap. 5:15), but Naphtali 
and Zebulun bore the brunt of the cam- 
paign (chap. 5:18). Do not confuse 
Kedesh-naphtaki with Kadesh-barnea, 
which is south of Judah. This northern 
town was one of the cities of refuge 
(Josh, 21:32). 

Verse 7.—“And I will draw unto thee 
to the river Kishon Sisera ,. . into thine 
hand.” The means used to draw Sisera 
to the River Kishon was the report of 
the house of Heber (chap. 4:12). Barak 
occupied high ground, and with his 
picked men could make a lightning 
stroke against the heavily accoutered 
army of Sisera, 


Verse 8.—“If thou wilt go with me, 
then I will go.” Barak was no coward, 
but he felt that his faith and courage 
needed the support of this woman of 
strong character. Compare Exodus 33:15, 
Let us learn to rely on the Lord’s pres- 
ence. 

Chap. 5:1.—“Then sang Deborah and 


Barak.” Victory inspires song. See the 
song of Moses in Excdus 15, and see 
Psalm 40:1-3. The composition was 


doubtless Deborah's since she had the 
prophetic gift, but Barak shared the 
jubilation. The verb is singular and fem- 
inine. 

Verse 2.—“Praise ye the Lord 
when the people willingly offered them- 
selves.” This was no laudation of the 
victorious general, but an ascription of 
praise to the Lord who gave the victory, 
Victory comes when we offer ourselves 
to the Lord. 

Verse 3—‘“‘Hear .. . give ear ,, , I 
will sing.” These verses ought to be 
written so as to show the parallelism 
of Hebrew poetry. This verse, for in- 
stance: 

Hear, O ye kings; 

Give ear, O ye princes: 

I, even I will sing unto the Lord; 
I will sing praise to the Lord God of 
Israel. 

Verse 4.—“Lord, when thou wentest 
out of Seir ... the field of Edom.” The 
reference seems to be to the victorious 
march of Israel which began at Kadesh 
on the borders of Edom (Num, 20: 14-22). 
Compare Psalm 68:7-9; Habakkuk 8:3, 
12. 

Verse 5.—“The mountains melted ... 
that Sinai.” This reading is difficult, 
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for Sinai was a long way from Kadesh. 
A suggested rendering, in keeping with 
the Hebrew stopping of Psalm _ 68:8, 
would be: “The mountains melted from 
pefore the Lord, the Lord of Sinai.” 
Mountains become God’s highway (Isa. 
49:11). 


Verse 6.—“The highways were unoc- 
cupied.” A striking description of a 
country oppressed by a ruthless enemy. 
Even the victories of Shamgar (chap. 
3:31) did not give freedom of move- 
ment to the Israelites. 


Verse 7.—“The villages ceased 

until that I Deborah arose .. . a mother 
in Israel.” In place of “villages” read 
“judges.” Since the days of Shamgar 
none had arisen to defend Israel till 
Deborah began to “mother” the needy 
people. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

How obdurate and stubborn is the hu- 
man heart! Great mercies do not move 
it, and strong chastenings do not sub- 
due it. The Children of Israel had 
known the wonderful works of God. He 
had delivered from the bondage of 
Egypt, had opened a path through the 
sea for them, had led them across the 
great desert, had provided bountifully 
and miraculously for their needs, had 
given them His holy Law, had brought 
them into the Land of Promise, had sub- 
dued their enemies before them, and had 
given them a rich inheritance, with 
promise of enduring possession and 
blessing, if only they would serve and 
obey Him. Yet they forgot Him, and 
turned aside after the gods of the 
heathen, which are no gods. The chas- 
tening of the Lord did not cure them of 
their backsliding. He chastised them 
during forty years in the wilderness, and 
in the land raised up enemies to scourge 
them for their unfaithfulness. Yet, as 
soon as the rod was slightly lifted, they 
would again run off in their own ways. 
But who are we to condemn them, who 
have known even greater mercies from 
the Lord, and who have bowed beneath 
His chastening rod, only to go the way 
of willfulness again and again? 

We have seen how this campaign 
against Jabin, king of Hazor, was so un- 
necessary. The Canaanites had been 
utterly routed in that first victorious 
march of the Children of Israel, and it 
was their own lack of vigilance that 
gave the enemy opportunity to rise again 
and oppress them. So it is with many a 
Christian. In his first zeal for Christ 
he sallies out against the old sins, and 
comes off victorious. Prospects are bright 
for a strong, triumphant, useful Chris- 
tian life. But after a while his vigilance 
slackens, his prayer life weakens, and 
old habits begin to appear, more tyran- 
nous than ever. It is a sorry sight. We 
all need the warning of this sad inci- 
dent, for old enemies are alert to our 
indolence.

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rael in a time of apostasy and declen- 
sion, and rendered notable service.

Deborah’s name means “a bee,” and 
her victory and song yield much sweet 
honey to our hearts. She was, as some- 
one has said, a honey bee to her friends, 
and a stinging bee to her enemies—who 
were also the enemies of God. She was 
a prophetess—hence spoke by inspira- 
tion. God's people today are exhorted 
to “desire spiritual gifts, but rather that 
ye may provhesy. ,.. But he that proph- 
esieth speaketh unto men to edification, 
and exhortation, and comfort” (1 Cor. 
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Lesson for July 13 


14:1-3). Prophesying today is not fore- 
telling, but forth telling. 

“And she sent and called Barak” 
(Judges 4:6).—“We cannot doubt that 
there must be instruction in this, that 
the deliverer is a woman—not a man. 
The man comes in later, but all origi- 
nates with the woman. What a witness 
to the universal failure, that not a man 
apparently can be found to do the Lord’s 
work. It shows how completely and 
universally the people had failed. But, 
on the other hand, it shows how bless- 
edly God comes in, even using the hum- 
blest instrument. Wherever He can find 
faith, which in feebleness will trust 
Him, there He finds a chosen instrument 
for His work” (S. Ridout). 

“Women were never so important as 
now.” Mrs. Hiram Cole of Red Oak, 
Iowa, president of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, made this dec- 
laration at a recent meeting in Philadel- 
phia. In amplification, she added: 

“We bear a greater responsibility than 
ever before for the preservation of our 
American way of life, because: first, 
there are so many cf us; second, we live 
longer than men; third, we have ninety- 
two labor saving devices to give us more 
leisure time to think about the affairs, 
events, and problems of our time. 

“We spend eighty-five cents of every 
dollar going for consumer goods—and we 
suggest what men should do with the 
remaining fifteen cents. We own most 
of the factories, stores, utilities, and 
natural resources.” 

We sincerely hope Mrs. Cole said some- 
thing about the spiritual activities cf 
women today, even if the reporter did 
not mention that most important matter, 

“And Barak said unto her, If thou wilt 
go with me, then I will go” (Judges 4: 
8).—Deborah had assured Barak that it 
was the Lord’s command that he lead in 
the battle. She also assured him that 
the Lord would deliver the enemy into 
his hand; yet Barak would not go until 
Deborah promised to accompany him. 
How like ourselves! How often have we 
held back for some arm of flesh after 
the living God had given us His com- 
mand! Barak ultimately succeeded in 
getting his name inscribed in faith’s hall 
of fame (Heb. 11:32); but not for this 
bit of hesitancy on his part. 

“Then sang Deborah and Barak 
Praise ye the Lord , , .” (Judges 5:1, 2).— 
Song is the divinely prescribed means of 
expressing cheeriness: “Is any merry 
[or cheery]? let him sing psalms” (Jas. 
5:13). Oral recitation with Israel, as 
another has said, “was a very proper 
expedient for spreading the knowledge 
and perpetuating the remembrance of 
great events. Neighbors would learn 
this song one of another, and children 
of their parents, and by that means those 
who had not books, or could not read, 
yet would be made acquainted with the 
works of God: and one generation would 
thus praise God’s works to another, and 

. 
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declare His mighty acts (Psa. 145:4).” 
The Lord receives praise for the vic- 
tory; for it was He who delivered the 
enemy into the hands of Barak. But the 
Lord is pleased to use human instrumen- 
tality—hence the leaders are mentioned 
and also the people who willingly of- 
fered themselves. It is comparatively 
easy to offer one’s sympathies, and even 
one’s substance, but an altogether dif- 
ferent thing to offer one’s self. 
The Apostle Paul said the believers 
in-Macedonia “first gave their own selves 
to the Lord, and unto us by the will of 
God” (2 Cor. 8:5). 
Oh, the bitter shame and sorrow 
That a time could ever be, 

When I let the Saviour's pity 

Plead in vain, and proudly answered, 
“All of self, and none of Thee.” 


Yet He found me; I beheld Him

maiden of Rebekah, who accompanied 
her young mistress from Mesopotamia 
when Rebekah became Isaac's bride. 
Rebekah’s maid, by the way, must have 
been husky, for she lived to the ripe 
age of about 155 years. 

But this Deborah in the Book of 
Judges was evidently a very superior 
woman. She was not only a judge in 
Israel, but she was also a _ prophetess 
who could foretell events with wonder- 
ful accuracy, and a woman of great 
courage. She was the wife of a man 
named Lapidoth, and that is all that 
anybody can know about him.

Jabin, the king of Canaan, had held 
the Israelites in cruel bondage for twenty 
years, and Deborah decided to do some- 
thing about it. She sent for Barak and 
challenged him to raise an army and 
drive Jabin out. Yes, she knew that 
Jabin had nine hundred chariots of iron 
and a great host of an army, but Barak 
could gather ten thousand men from 
the tribes of Zebulun and Naphtali and 
go out against the army of Jabin and put 
him to rout, 

Barak recognized the fact that he had 
been summoned not only by a judge 
and a prophetess, but a general as well, 
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and he said to her, “I will go, if you 
will go with me.” She consented, and 
they went out to battle together, with 
the result that a great victory was 
gained. And of all of Jabin’s great host 
“there was not a man left” (Judges 4:16). 

“And Deborah said unto Barak, Up; 
for this is the day in which the Lord 
hath delivered Sisera [Jabin’s general] 
into thine hand: is not the Lord gone 
out before thee?

A CouraAceous WOMAN LEADER 
IRST thing this morning we have a 
question to answer from our question 

pox. “Is it a sin for a Christian girl 
to use lipstick?” That is an interesting 
question. Who remembers the name of 
the most wicked king Israel ever had? 
(Ahab.) Did you know that when. the 
Bible tells us how wicked Ahab was, 
it says, “Whom Jezebel his wife stirred 
up”? Wicked as he was, his wife was 
worse than he. In 2 Kings 9:30 we read 
that Jezebel painted her’ face. I can- 
not remember anyone else of whom that 
is written in God’s Word. But God 
noticed that this wicked queen painted 
her face, and He had that fact recorded 
in the Bible. Now I know very well 
that many people who use make-up are 
not at all like Jezebel, yet I believe 
that God had a purpose in letting us 
know that she used it. He wanted us 
to know that that custom was not begun 
by a godly woman, but by a sinful one. 
I would not like to say that using lip- 
stick is a sin, but I would rather follow 
the example of fine Christian women, 
than that of one of the most wicked 
women this world has ever seen. 
Wouldn’t you? 

Our lesson today is mostly about a 
woman, so you girls will be especially 
interested. Last week we learned that 
the Book of Judges is largely the story 
of sins, their punishment, and then de- 
liverance. Chapter 3 tells us that Israel 
was oppressed by the king of Mesopo- 
tamia for eight But when they 
cried unto the Lord, He raised up a man 
to deliver them. Then they had forty 
years of rest from war. Again they did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and this 
time He allowed the king of Moab to 
oppress them for eighteen years, Again 
they cried unto the Lord and He raised 
up a deliverer This time they enjoyed 
peace for eighty years. But a third time 
they did evil in the sight of the Lord, 
so the king of Canaan was allowed to 
oppress them mightily for twenty years. 
Their case seemed hopeless this time, for 
the king of Canaan had nine hundred 
iron chariots, while the Israelites had 
only bows and arrows and swords with 
which to fight. 

Once more the Israelites cried unto 
the Lord, so He sent a message to Barak, 
captain of the army, telling him to lead 
his soldiers against the Canaanites. But 
Barak did not have the courage to take 
his men out to battle against such in- 
vincible enemies. He pictured their ar- 
rows falling harmlessly Gown beside the 
iron chariots while the Canaanite sol- 
diers mowed them down. 


Read the first five verses of Judges 4 
and find out who was the judge of Is- 
rael at this time. (Deborah.) Yes, it 
was a woman, but she was a prophetess. 


years. 
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That is, she was a woman in touch with 
God. 

Verses 6 and 7 tell the message that 
God sent to Barak through Deborah. 
What was he to do? (Take 10,000 men of 
the tribes of Naphtali and Zebulun to 
war.) What did God promise to do? 
(He would deliver Sisera, captain of 
the Canaanite army into Barak’s hand.) 
What answer did Barak give to Deb- 
orah? (“If thou wilt go with me, then 
I will go: but if thou wilt not go with 
me, then I will not go.”) What was 
the matter with Barak? (He was a cow- 
ard.) I think perhaps you are a little 
hard on him. Remember the nine hun- 
dred iron chariots of the Canaanites, and 
the poor equipment of the Israelite sol- 
diers. You could hardly call a man a 
coward for hesitating to lead his men 
into battle when it looked as if it meant 
certain defeat. But something was wrong 
with Barak. What was it? (He lacked 
faith in God.) Exactly. God had prom- 
ised him the victory, but still he was 
afraid to go forward unless Deborah 
went, too. He may have had faith in 
God, but certainly it was not strong. He 
needed Deborah’s faith to lean upon, 

What was Deborah’s answer? (“I will 
go with you, but you will not have the 
honor of the victory. God will give 
that to a woman.”) Deborah’s faith was 
strong, because she kept in touch with 
God. 

Read verse 10, then read verses 12 
and 13. Now the armies are facing each 
other, but still Barak hesitates. Read 
verse 14. How did Deborah know that 
this was the day for Barak to lead his 
men against Sisera? (She kept in touch 
with God.) 

Verses 15 and 16 show that it was the 
Lord who gave the victory. The iron 
chariots presented no difficulty to Him. 
In fact, Sisera found the chariot in which 
he had trusted only a hindrance, so he 
left it and fled on foot. 

Now read verses 23 and 24. When 
God’s time had come to act, He gave 
a complete victory. The captain of the 
Canaanite army was killed, the whole 
army defeated, and even the king of 
Canaan was put to death. 

In the next chapter we have the joyful 
song of victory sung by Deborah and 
Barak. No doubt all the Israelites joined 
in with happy voices. Think of it! They 
had been mightily oppressed for twenty 
years and now suddenly they were free 
once more, and their oppressors were 
dead. Read the first part of their song 
in Judges 5:1-9. Notice that they gave 
the Lord all the praise for the victory. 
And rightly so, for it was He and He 
alone who had given it. There is grate- 
ful remembrance of those who “will- 
ingly offered themselves” to enlist in the 
army. 

At the present time, Satan and all his 
hosts are mightily oppressing this world 
in which we live. Destru@tion threatens 
all the civilized world. There is only 
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one hope, and that is in God. Today 
young people are needed more than ever 
before, who will “willingly offer them- 
selves” to Him for His service. I have 
seen homes and even whole communities 
transformed through the power of the 
Lord. If each one of you girls will 
earnestly pray, “Lord, what wilt Thou 
have me to do?” I am sure we will see 
the Lord win great victories in our com- 
munity. At the same time let us pray 
for every man, woman, boy, and girl in 
the world who has “willingly offered 
himself” to the Lord, asking Him to hold 
back the powers of darkness, and to give 
in our times a greater revival than this 
world has ever seen.

But there was great trouble with a 
king to the north of them. People

And the enemy had nine hundred 
chariots, What could a woman do about 
that? God told her whom to appoint 
for general. But Barak didn’t dare go 
unless Deborah went, too. So I sup- 
pose she was the first Hebrew WAC.

Barak went down with his soldiers 
to battle with the enemy. But who do 
you think did the fighting? God. What 
did He use for ammunition? Josephus 
says that there was a violent hailstorm 
which beat upon the faces of the enemy, 
confused them, and drove them back.

After she had fed 
the general, and he was sound asleep, 
she killed him with a tent peg and a 
hammer!

For Primary Teachers 
By Ethel S. Low 


IRST, I want to tell you something 

very interesting about the palm tree 
in this lesson. In Judges 4:4, 5 we read 
that Deborah, who was a prophetess and 
the judge of Israel at that time, “dwelt 
under the palm tree of Deborah between 
Ramah and Beth-el.” There the people 
came to her to have her settle their 
quarrels and disputes. I looked up a 
verse in Genesis that told about another 
Deborah who had lived four hundred 
years before, and had died and been 
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buried at Bethel under an oak tree. That 
oak tree had been called “the oak of 
weeping,” because Rebekah, Jacob’s wife 
wept for Deborah, her nurse. Very near 
to the same place, we now find another 
Deborah, and she is under a palm tree, 
which was the place of the ruler, really 
the “White House” of Israel. There are 
so many interesting things about trees, 
in the Bible! 

Deborah was a housewife, probably; 
at least she had a husband. It was very 
unusual for a woman to take any part 
in the affairs of Israel, for God made 
the man head of the family, and of the 
nation. But I have a notion that the 
men of Israel at that time were a lot of 
weak brothers, and Deborah was the best 
man at hand, so God used her. 

She was a woman of courage and de- 
termination, for she went to war with 
poor, scared Barak, after she had stirred 
him up to do what God had told him 
to do. And she warned him before they 
went that he would not get the honor 
for winning the battle, for God would 
deliver the captain of their enemies into 
the hands of a woman. I suppose Barak 
thought this woman would be Deborah, 
but it was not. It was Jael. But Barak 
and his army did defeat the enemy army 
and chased them until they killed every 


one of them; not one escaped. That was . 


a real victory, and God gave it to them, 
because they had called to Him in their 
distress. 

Once again they were free, and Deb- 
orah and Barak sang a song of praise 
to God for giving them this victory. 
That was another great thing about Deb- 
orah—she gave God the glory for giving 
them victory. So many times Christians 
cry to God for help and He answers them 
and helps them from their trouble, and 
they never think of saying a word of 
praise, or telling anybody how wonderful 
God has been to them. They are as bad 
as the lepers who failed to return and 
thank Jesus for healing them (Luke 17). 

So there are several lessons we can 
learn from Deborah, this Israelitish 
housewife who answered when God 
called her. She was brave, fearless, and 
of good courage. She must have been 
wise to have been able to settle the 
troubles of the people. She was also 
thankful and full of praise to God. 

If a wife in a home could be used by 
God, even so a little boy or girl can be 
used to serve God. I wonder if the chil- 
dren ever heard of the boy who sold 
his pig to get money for helping the 
lepers, and by doing this began the great 
work that is done for those sick people 
with the money that is gathered in the 
“piggy” banks all over America, That 
is a great story of how God used a boy 
in a big way. 

Right now I know a group of Sunday 
school] children who are gathering papers 
in a paper drive, and the money they 
receive from the sale of them is to be 
used for the Lord. They have worked 
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Lesson for July 13 


so enthusiastically that their garages are 
almost filled with papers, possibly two 
tons of papers. 

Sometimes the thing God calls a child 
to do is not to bring money for His work, 
but to tell some other person what the 
Lord has done for him. There are times 
when a small boy or girl is the best wit- 
ness for Christ. There are people who 
will pay attention to the story of God's 
love and Christ’s death for the sin of 
the world, and really hear it when a 
little child tells it. I have heard of 
grandfathers who have refused to be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ all 
through a long life, and have believed on 
Him when a grandchild told the story. 
So every child has something to do in 
God’s work. 

This lesson shows us plainly that God 
uses common people. We need not be 
great or rich, or old and learned, if we 
are willing to be used, God will use us 
in His own time and way. But, of 
course, we must believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ before we have any story 
to tell to people. We must be real be- 
lievers before we are ready for God to 
use us, 

Every child knows that pots and pans 
have to be washed and made perfectly 
clean before they are ready to be used 
by Mother. She can’t use soiled and 
dirty dishes. Every person, child as well 
as grownup, must be cleansed in the 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ, shed 
for us on Calvary, before he or she is fit 
to be used in God’s work. I hope every 
child is going to be ready right away 
to do his particular job for the Lord 
Jesus.

tently on a cross. How can you know 
whether what you call a cross is a cross 
or a thorn? Thorns prick and stab and 
bleed, but a cross kills. Yes, kills self. 
So Paul could talk about his cross thus, 
“I am crucified with Christ: nevertheless 
I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and gave himself 
for me” (Gal. 2:20). 

Here is the paradox of Christianity 
which solves its own contradiction: the 
fellowship of Christ's sufferings will kill 
self in you, but you will be alive as you 
never lived before, alive in the power 
of His resurrection, alive with eternal 
life. 

This is an often-used illustration, but 
one the writer himself saw: Two lads 
were weaving a rug in a Chinese rug 
factory. Each stood, or sat ercss-legged, 
on one side of an upright frame on which 
the canvas was stretched into which they 
were weaving the pattern, pushing the 
threads back and forth, the one to the 
other. One lad stood on the right side, 
putting in the cclors and figures accord- 
ing to a pattern which lay by his side, 
the other lad stood on the wrong side, 
with no pattern, simply pushing the yarn 
through next to where he received it. 
To the one there was the beauty of the 
swiftly forming pattern: to the other a 
tormiess chaos of incomprehensible 
shapes and colors. 

We are weaving on the wrong side. 
One day we shall step around to the 
other side, and enjoy the beauty of the 
completed pattern forever. Even now 
God’s marvelous grace lets us lock up 
into a mirror which He holds high that 
that we may catch a glimpse of how our 
pattern is pragressing. That mirror is 
His holy Word.

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bag of white feathers and asked her to 
throw them out by the handful on her 
way home and then to call upon him 
the next day. She was somewhat puz- 
zled, but complied with his request. 

On the next day, when she appeared 
at the parsonage, he handed her another 
bag and told her that he wanted her 
to go about the village and gather up 
all the feathers that she had scattered 
on the day before. 

She looked at him in amazement: 

“Why, Pastor, that is simply impos- 
sible. I never could find those feathers. 
They have been blown everywhere by 
the wind.” 

“Exactly so,” said her pastor sadly, 
“and it is just as impossible for you to 
undo the harm you have done by spread- 
ing false rumors.”

We may be tempted to think lightly 

of this matter of false witnessing be- 


cause, in the day in which we live, this 
practice is indulged in under many 
seemingly respectable names. Some 


call the spreading of untruths “high 
pressure salesmanship.” or “political ora- 
tory,” or “propaganda.” or even “polite- 
ness,” or “harmless gossip.” We need 
to be rudely awakened to its real name 
—‘lying,” and lying is one of the things 
that God’s Word tells us that God hates. 
Read Proverbs 12:22: Revelation 21:27: 
22:15; Psalm 119: 163; Ephesians 4: 25. 
ve 
There is an interesting symbol in the 
Indian sign language that may help us to 
remember the real harm in passing on 
anything that is not true. When the 
Indian wanted to indicate “truth,” he 
placed the first two fingers of his right 
hand in front of his mouth, keeping them 
together and moving them out toward 
the one to whom he was speaking. When 
he wanted to indicate a lie or an un- 
truth, he used these same two fingers, 
but spread them apart so that they 
pointed in two different directions, 
ope 
We may well ask ourselves three ques- 
tions when tempted to pass on to an- 
other something that we are not sure is 
the truth: 
Is it true? 
Is it kind? 
Is it cartoon 
If we cannot answer “yes” to all three 
of these questions, me we may well 
be silent. 
ve 


However, we shouldn’t forget that, as 
we saw last week, the real purpose of 
the Law is to bring us to Christ (Gal. 
3:24, 25). Merely seeing the harm in 
gossip, or the spreading of false rumors 
or unkind remarks will not give us the 
victory over the disobedience of this 
Commandment, or of any other part of 
God’s perfect Law. Seeing our failure 
should cause us to turn to the Lord Jesus, 
who alone kept the Law perfectly and 


who alone can keep us from disobe-

dience. When we are willing to let Him 
occupy His rightful place as Lord in our 
lives and let Him undertake for us in 
the very place where we have before 
been defeated then we shall have victory, 
When the fruit of the Spirit becomes 
experimentally real in our lives, through 
our surrender to the Lord Jesus Christ 
as our Saviour and Lord, then we shall 
see, not our failure and defeat, but His 
love and consideration and thoughtful- 
ness and all the other attributes that we 
find listed in Galatians 5:22, 23
